years to capture these markets.

roads were made into them for 40 
years before the AAA program was 
started. Some future inroads may be 
made, but unless conditions change a 
great deal, there is little likelihood of 
any sudden, serious, bip-scale increase 
in foreign competition. As lon(/ as 
Ihc/ouuth hiis noi'inai culiun ati^t'l 
reasonably priced, it is believed thai 
foreigners will find competition just 
as difficult as e*or.

programs began. This excess supply 
loaded on to markets already, restrict-

In two cotton 
seasons the world carry-over has been 
cut down to 20 million bales, it is now 
estimated. While this supply was be- 
ing rcueed to normal, cotton prices 
rose from less than 6 cents per pound 
to more than 13 cents per pound. The 
Arkansas cotton income doubled in 
1933 over that of 1932. II. put Arkan- 
sas business on its feet and gave bus- 
iness its first big push toward recov- 
ery. In 1934. with the worst drouth 
in history afflicting (he state, it is the 
crop insurance benefit payments, in- 
cluding sale of at least a part of the

Under the AAA, one million cotton 


farmers have co-operated to introduce 
temperance inlo cotton growing with 
astounding success. Price of cotton 
has increased fur beyond ;my effect 
that the devalued dollar could bring. 
•Total cotton income has increased, 
just as the South has always main- 
tained it would if production could be 
restricted. In 
addition, 
.substantial 


benefit payments have helped offset 
the penalties imposed on the Southern 
farmer by tariffs and have given crop 
insurance to (he farmer.

^ tunity in its history to hold these

program which will

farm prices. The AAA program does 
not aim at permanent cotton reduc- 
tion. The plan is to adjust produc- 
tion constantly to effective demand, 
so that reasonable cotton prices and 
reasonable Southern prosperity may 
be restored and maintained. In the 
long-time program 
there probably 


will be a gradual shift to belter use 
of land for all farm crops, which will 
further help to increase farm income 
and more nearly keep it steady. 


The South must decide for itself

"What Kiwanis Can Do To Help Ar- 


kansas-' Educational System" was the 
subject of a timely talk by Vcrnon 
Whitten at the regular Friday night 
meeting of the club at Hotel Bar- 
low. 


Mr. Whitctn pointed out that Ar- 


kansas' schools have gon into a slump 
during the past few years due to the 
drastic curtailment in funds, and al- 
so, the teachers of the schools have 
not been able to keep up with the 
modern advancements in educational 
practices because of the severe cuts 
in salaries, preventing them from con- 
tinuing their education during the va- 
vation periods. 


He particularly emphasized the fact 


that the rural schools were those most 
urgently in need of assistance, stating 
that educational facilities were sup- 
posed to be free to all and therefore 
should be equal 
for all. 
In other 


words, 
those attending 
the 
rural 


schools should have the same quality 
of schools and teachers as the urban 
communities. 


Continuing his duscussion on the 


school problem, Mr. Whitten suggest- 
ed that the civic organizations band 
together to start the necessary legis- 
lation to assure adequate and equal 
educational opportunities for all. He 
stated that he believed the best plan 
would be the formation of a commit- 
tee from members of the various or- 
ganizations, to meet with members 
of the state legislature in Little Rock 
to work out and promote such a plan. 


Following Mr. Whitten's talk there 


was a general round-table discussion 
oC his plan, with all members present 
agreeing that some action should be 
taken immediately.

Balanced production against domanc 


and maintenance of such a balance 
are the objectives of the cotton ad- 
justment program. 


That this is the chief air, is reflected 


in the Administration's decision to 
increase the 1935 cotton acreage on the 
basis of the 1934 voluntary cotton con- 
tract over that of 1934, according to 
Frank R. Stanley, county agent. 


A reduction of 35 per cent, and not 


over 45 per cent, is called for in the 
1934 contract, and curtailment for 1935 
will not exceed 25 per cent of the 
1928-32 base acreage, AAA officials 
have stated. In reality this means an 
increase in cotton acreage for 1933 
over 1934, 


Due to the large supply of American 


cotton which amounted to 26 million 
bales in the 1832-33 season, the cotton 
adjustment program has necessarily 
been one of reduction for the first 18 
months because curtailed production 
could not be accomplished in any 
other way. During the time the cot- 
ton adjustment program has been in 
operation, a C million bale reduction 
has been effected. 


Periods of low cotton prices are 


the natural results of an inadequate 
system of production, a matter large- 
ly of one producer trying to outguess 
his neighbor. High prices for cotton 
have consistently 
invited increased 


acreages in following 
years, which 


have resulted in lowered standards of 
living for farm owners, tenants, and 
share croppers, because of the de- 
pressing effects a large crop had on 
the price for cotton. 


Under the cotton adjustment pro- 


gram—a partnership between growers 
and their Government—there will be 
years of increased or decreased acre- 
age, 
but these adjustments will al- 


ways be made with the view toward 
maintaining a balnce of production 
in accordance with effective demands. 


More labor will be needed to pro- 


duce the 1935 cotton crop than was 
needed in the production of the 1934 
crop, Hue to the increased 
acreage 


that will be permitted under the 1935 
contract. 


After all, Mr. Stanley stated, the 


purpose of the cotton production ad- 
justment program is to maintain an 
adequate supply of American cotton 
for all buyers :il a reasonble price, not 
too low for profitble returns to grow- 
ers and not so high as to unduly stim- 
ulate competition.
